Tho legs and feet are down near the floor, 
where ths cold currents of air move, The 
air is 26 cold near the floor that all pradent | 
mothers say, “Don’t lie there, Peter; get 
up, Jerusha Ann; play op the sofa; you 
will take your death of cold lying therecn the 
floor.” And thev are quite right. If the 
room be well ventilated, the air down near 
the floor is very much colder than it is up 
above our heads. And it 18 in that cold 
stratum of air that our feet and legs are con- 
stantly, A few Yankees put them on the 
mantel-shelt, but the majority keep their 
feet on the floor, 

Besides this, the feet and legs, on account 
of their being so far away, and on account 
of their siz», with the airallabout them, are 
disposed to be too cold, even without being 
in a colder atmosphere, 

Under all these circumstances, man wear 
ene thickness of wool and cotton and one 
thickness of black cloth about their legs, 
and three or four times as much about their 
chests ; and now they often add an immense 
pad called a ‘‘Chest Protector.” And wo- 
men indu'ge in a still greater contrast. 

During the damp and cold season the legs 
should be encased in very thick knit woollen 
drawers, the feet in thick woolleu stockings 
(which must be changed every day), zn1 the 
shoe-soles must be as broad as the feet when 
fully spread, so that the blood shall have 
free passage. Jf the feet are equeczed in the 
least, the circulation is checked, and cold- 
ness iwinevitallo, This freo circulation can- 
not Le secured by a loose upper with a nar- 
row sole, ‘If when the foot stands naked on 
a sheet of paper it measures three and a half 
inches, the sole must measure three and a 
half,

cold. Now add more woollen, or, if you are 
to travel much in the cars or in a sleigh, 
wear a pair of sheep-skin drawe

j am contidert that it can adapt itself to 
darker or jighter shades, This morning I 
had it on a jight-greea cushion, and inatew 
minutes it adapted itself to it to that it was 
almost invisibie. and now you see it has as 
sumed an entirely different hue.” 

“Ts the change a physiological secret ?” 

“Notat all, We have well-detiaed ideas 
concerning it. Iu the first place, we know 
many animals change their color at a mo 
ment’s not ce, especially fishes and reptiles, 
Among the former the etickleback, perch, 
eerranus, and dolphin are the most rewark- 
able. In many this change is evidently 
nade at the option of the fish. This is also 
trne ot the reptiles, and now for tho ex+ 
plonation, Here is a microscopical section of 
a frog's skin, You see it consists of two 
distinct portions, the epidermis aud the cut. 
is. Tho former is made up of cells, whilo 
the latter contains nerves, fibres, and cavi 
ties for cel elements. These cells gro filled 
with pigment or coloring mutter, and are 
known as chromntophoses, ani to their con- 
traction-and expansion is due the coloring ot 
various animals, for all, from man down, have 
them, differing in color in different individu- 
als and in'varidus parts ofthe body, Dif- 
ferent cclorg or degrees cf intensity seem to 
ch! a contraction or exp2nsion of the cells, 
Thus, in the Gobins, the pigment cells, that 
are yellow when distended, assume an 
orange-colored hue w hen contracted, and 
the orange or red cells when shrank be- 
come brown or black, as the case may be. 
Now, when a fish that habitually lives on a 
white bottom passes on to a black one the 
change is conveyed by the eye to the brain, 
and telegraphed, so tospeak, to the pigment 
eells by way of what are called the sympa- 
thetic nerves, and the change is produced, 

“« How do we know this? By watching a 
blind fish pass from one colored ground to 
another. In such a case there is no change 
atall, The eye is the medium, yet there 
is probably no intelligent appreciation on 
the part of the animal that the change has 
been made. The experiments with the sym- 
pathetic nerves are very remarkable, By 
cutting one a fish bas been shown spotted 
ou one side and atripped on the other, and, 
in fact, the ccloring is at the will of the 
skilled anatomist. ‘The anolis, our common 
Southern lizard, that sccms to take, the 
place of the chameleon, is the moxt wonder- 
rolin its power of changng color, aJapt- 
ing itself to a variety of lunes, 

“But probably the most striking mimics 
are those that imitate other objects and ani- 
walsin form. ‘Hero,’ he continped, taking 
out a large stecl engraving, “is a fish allied 
to our Lopbius that was captured by the 
Challonger cn her famous trip. Yon see, it 
iz all covered with barbels of flesh that ex- 
actly resemble teaweed, both in shape dnd 
color, and when clinging to the hottom it is 
porfectly invisible so to speak, A number of 
our fishes are equally protected, Here is a 
tea horse that has recently been discovered 
in Australian waters Jt hos a prehensile 
tail, i clings ke a ring-taled monkey to 
the seaweed, snd from its back and tail at 
intervals these long, pivkish streamers float, 
exact in their imitation of the surroundiog 
weed, Other sea horses have more delicate 
o-paments that look like fine lace or stream 
erg, and so escape detection. 

‘Among insects there are cven more 
striking examples. Here is a caterpillar 
that l received from China, The finder in- 
forms me that when arouged it imitates a 
small shrew, eo that birds that are followiag 
it suddenly draw off, when the inoffensive 
creature stops and raises its bead, which ap- 
piars to lengthen out aad widen, assuming 
is ferocious aspect. Many insecta resemble 
leaves and sticks, aud one £0 resembles a 
pink orchid that it is with great difficulty 
distinguished from the flower, This is a de- 
fence trom large enemies, but small fry tak- 
ing it for a flower come near and are caught, 
#0 that its mimicry serves two ends—os a 
decoy and a protection, 

“Among moths the cases of mimicry aro 
often perfect, and I have seen them alight 
directly in front of me and been unable to 
perceive them for a few moments, The 
ttle moths of the genus alucita are re- 

markable for their imitation of the down of 
thistles ond various plants, Their wings 
are beautifuliy frayed and silvered, and they 

ome tuinbling and rolling toward you, 
occasionally gently alighting on the bushes, 

and you would almost always take them for 
the innocent down of some plant. A still 
more wonderful insect mimic is the orange. 
tipped butterfly. When outspreadand dur- 
ing flight it is very conspicuous, but when 
in the bushes it frequents, with its wings 
folded, it finda perfect protection in ita re 
semblance to the flowers. In fact, persons 
sho have been pursuing it have been an. 
onishéed at its disappearance right under 
their fingers. In Inoia there are butterflies 
that are exact in their imitation of flowers 
and leaves. Not only,is the eolor imitated, 
but the spots of mildew that are common on 
leaves at certain times,

A Native Wedding in Java. 


The following is from a private letter just 
received from Java: ‘ Tho village through 
which we passed waa en fele —parlunds of 
leaves and flowers hung across the road, 
while a broad avenue leading off to tho 
right was a mass of whitened earthy pote, 
set upright on emaller pote. We were 
whisked down this avenue, ant found our- 
selves in an immense courtyard full of na- 
tives—there must have been hundreds of 
them, The carriage stoppod, and a very 
dapper Japanese advanced, bowing and 
smiling and holding out his hand, Our sal- 
utations exchanged, he beckoned us to go 
with him to the Pan-doppo, a raised place, 
covered over, in the middle of the square, 
and opposite to hia own house, for he turn- 
ed out to be the wydono or chief mau of the 
On thia dais were a sofa, chairs 
and table; and, after bad been placed 
in the seat of honor, we were presented with 
wine, tea, brandy, and the inevitable gin 
and bitters; while our aimable host and 
some half-dozen native chiefy talked away 
word 
the court was gradually filling with natives, 
while the gammelong, the national musical 
instrument, was kept going in a deafening 
manner, 

‘At last, after an eternity of waiting, a 
procession filed in, consisting of many 
mounted wydonos and about a dozen men 
naked to the waist, painted over with yel- 
low paste—a most hideous ht—and car- 
rying immense red and yellow banners. 
Then followed people carrying offerings of 
fruit and flowers, and finally two closed car- 
riages, followed by two men hideously paint- 
ed with ochre and prancing on enormous 
pasteboard horsea, They looked too comical 
with the long sticks, betweem their legs. 
Tney were accompanied by an oll haggard 
woman decked out with flowers, paper tay 
sels, etc, Naked to the waist, with her 
gray hair loose, the contortions of this old 
Jady and the pride with w 1 she threw 
her head about were most amusing, 

“The wydono came sailing forward and 
escorted us to his house, where in a back 
room was an estrado govered with beautiful 
white cocoanut matt and here sat in 
state two of the most extraordinary figures 
possible, a woman whose fate was one mass 


‘of ochre, with fantastically painted eye- 


brows, her head, neck, arma, and tunic cov- 
ered with enormous diamonda; her com- 
panion, & man painted in like manner, and 
wearing a tall hat encircled with diamonds, 
aud his’ cars covered with large pointed 
ass’s ears.of gold, also heavily enriched with 
diamonds, Behind this singular pair were 
two women, halt-naked ond paiuted yellow, 
holding peacocks’ tails in their hands; while 
behind ier again were two dummy figares 
mtlael 9 painted. The room was cramined 
with natives, and you may imagine our 
feelings when our host directed us to a:cend 
the dais, himself remaining behind. After 
mapy sigos and much hesitation we had to 
get up, and with our travel-stsined boots to 
advance to those personages, who then roso 
and held out theie hands to us, The wy- 
dono, evidently pitying our uncertainty, 
then motioned to us to come away, and soon 
we found ourselves in a room were a com- 
fortable luncheon was prepared, 

“After the repast, to our great relic’, wo 
were allowed to depart, ovr host giving me 
his arm most pclitely to the carriage, The 
ceremony we had witnessed was the mar- 
riage ofa regent’s ora prince’s daughter with 
some Javanese functionary, and we happen- 
ed on all the show by mere chance, the Resi- 
dent of Dyocka haying desired the wydono 
of that village to entertain us at tiffia.” 
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Peter Cooper’s Sympathy With Women. 


Mrs, Sasan N. Carter, the head of the 
Woman's Art School of the Cooper Insti- 
tute, contributes an aneciotal paper to the 
December Century, ia which she says!of Mr, 
Cooper's aims: *** All I want,’ he said, ‘is, 
that these poor women shall earn decont 
and respectful livings, and especially that 
they shall be kept from marrying bad hus+ 
bande,’ 

“This subject of unhappy marriages seem 
ed to be a very prominent one in Mr, Coop- 
er’s mind. That women were often impos- 
ed upon, were ill-used and broken down, he 
had « lively conviction ; and all his chivalry 
and eerse of fatherly protection were en)ist- 
ed towave them, so far as heconld, from 
theee ordinary misfortunes, While the 
world is nuw occupied with the question of 
what women cau be tauzht, their ‘higher 
education,’ and many kindred subjecty, 
Mr. Cooper's acute gevius discovered, as by 
intuition, many years ago, tho relation of 
women of the middle c'axs to society, to in 
dustries, and the family. He that 
many of them could not marry, and he 
realizod what must be the forlorn position 
of a number of elderly daughters of a poor 
map, He had noted the dangerous likeli- 
hood of giddy ignorant youny girls marry- 
ing anybody fora home, even if the men 
they married were dissipated or incflivient ; 
and he had|the tenderest pity for poor widows 
or deserted wives, He talked many times, 
and at great length, on these subjects, and 
all circumstances and any sort of incident 
brought up this desire of his heart, to help 
women to be happy, independent, and vir- 
tuous. 

‘One of the last times ho wae at the 
school, and while a celebrated Now York 
clergyman was giving @ course of Lenten 
lectures to women, Mr. Cooper with his 
face all animated with his feeling about it, 
ho said ; ‘ De, inof the wealthy class and 
he has been accustomed to deal with wealthy 
wonien, The world does not look like the 
sume place to him that it does to me, If 
he could be in my place fora month, and 
read the letters I got from poor and sutfer- 
ing women, he would think thatit would 
be best to have them taught anything which 
they could learn to enable thom to losson all

A BULL FIGHT. 


Biting the Dust.—An Espada’s 
Narrow Escape. 
the sporting world of Ha- 
F ve been on the tiptoe of eager ¢xpec- 
SNe eK For had not the famous 
euadrilla (quartet) of fighters come over ex- 
pr > from Spain to show the Habanaros 
how to fight the bulls? Bull fights they 
have here every year, but the native fight- 
ers are not of the elite of the arena, This 
particular fight should have taken place 
a week ago, but heaven interposed, The 
rains fell and converted the arena into a 
swamp. But Sunday last was bright and 
sunny, and in the afternoon a cool breeze 
came up to sift the heated atmosphere. Tho 
fight was to take place at four in the after- 
noon in the “Piaza de los Toros,” at Regla, 
a small village to which you are ferried over 
from Havana in & boat resembling a baby 
New York _ferryboat. The boat was 
thronged with an excited crowd of men ot 
all ages and kinds, The Southern blood is 
hot and there was a babel of tongues. There 
was the hoarse animal cry through it all, 
and the desire of witnessing from a vantage 
round of safety the glory of gore, the wild 
delight of torture and the risk to human life 
and limb.

IN THE ARENA, 

«A la plaza, caballeros !” was the ory: 
“Gentlemen, to the arena !” We entered: 
and all your readers have read or heard o 
bull fights in a general way, Tknow. But 
as not one in a thousand has seen one I pur- 
poee describing briefly what I saw. The 
Regla arena can seat about six thousand 
persons, ‘J’he price of entrance was from 
$3 (Spanish) to $2, with $10 for the boxes on 
the upper tiers. Lhe tiers were packed with 
civilians, military and sailors, smoking talk- 
ing, and uttering wild cries, Happily there 
were no ladies present. A rather rusty Fand 
was jarring out a medley of sound. The 
tiers of human beings made an animated 
cirele surrounding an open ring, around 
which ran wooden barricades, with here and 
there a recess for a fighter, if close pressed 
by the bull, The president of the games en- 
tered, and was greeted by a shout of ap- 
plause from the impatient throng. The 
sports were about to begin. He took his 
seat. A bugle sounded and the march of 
the fighters into the, arena followed. | The 
arena was of earth, hard and spring to the 

foot. 
MARCH OF THE TOREROS. 

An uproar rose among the spectators as’ 
two by two the picturesque cavalcade en- 
tered. Two by two they marched—the cap- 
aldores (cope bearers, with scavlet capes 
banderillerus (dartmen with darts), pica- 
dores (the prickers on horseback, with lances 
partiaily |luoted), matadores or espadas 
(sworésmen, whose duty it is to slay the 
pull at the end), the puncti)lero (with a dag- 
ger, bis business being to give the finishing 
stroke, if necessary), and the mulieteros 
(muleteers, who dray off tho carcass of the 
slain animal), Brave they look in their 
trappipgs ot silver and gold; their short, 
black velvet jackets, with gaudy decora- 
tions; their jaunty Andalusian caps, with 
knotted hair queues hai ging from under ; 
their black veivet knee breech: s and parti- 
eolored hose displaying to advantage their 
shapely calves. A lithe, active set of men 
they were, notable rather for their agile 
bearing than for strength or weight. A 
light hand and light heels as well as a coo! 
head are needed in a bullfight. In they 
marched to the braying of the rusty band, 
each pair in turn saluting the president. 
Sorry steeds were those of the picadcres, 
and they were blindiolded, not to see the 
bull. It wasa gallant show as far as it 
went. Thecompany of gallant men who 
were to fight—not man to man as the glad- 
iators of Rume fought, but a poor beast— 
separated, divested themselves of their 
gaudy cloaks, seized their weapons and 
rcarfs to be used in the fight and awaited 
the onset. 

THE BULL, 

A shrill bugle sounded. It was the signal 
forthe entry cf the bull, ITive thousand 
throats yelled themselves hoarse in a fever 
of excitement. A moment's paure anda 
sleek, blackcoated, powerful animal dashed 
and snorted iuto the very middle of the 
arena. A moment cestood there, as though 
dazed by the light, the crowd and the tu- 
multof voices, Then, with lowered horns 
and angry eyes, he made a blind rush ot the 
firat bright object he saw, It was o red cloak 
trailed before him by one of the cupidores, 
who leaped lightly aside, Another and an- 
other crosied him at every turnin bewilder- 
iv geuccession, He makes a sudden side

The picador remounts aud the blinded 
hooves is driven io a canter around the arena 
to take his place again at another dangerous 
point. The boll and histormetors are never 
at reat, and a succession of such events takes 
place faster thau I can write them down, 
Another lunge and another horse and rider 
ace overthrown, and the horns of the bull 
are bloody. Therame tactics are resorted 
to to draw off the inturiated animal from 
the prostrate men and beast. The bull 
careers around the arena, the fighters leap 
over the barricades or hide themselves be-

He expected the death he had invited, and 
the smile said this, ‘If I must die I will at 
least die game,” The bull rushed, bis horns 
wore within three inches of the man whom 
none could succor, when, by God’s grace 
énly, the animal made a sudden turn and 
sought other foes, ‘‘Fuera, afuora 1” “Get 
out! go sway !” shouted the people to the 
espada, They had had enough of him, Bat 
the man felt his danger and dishonor, Oae 
who enters an arena to killa bull should not 
let himeelf be tossed twice within about five 
minutes, Henerved himself and redeemed 
himself by doing daring things, touching the 
bull on the foreficad in full course and step- 
ping aside, Then came the banderilleroy, 
with their gayly trimmed darts. Their busi- 
ness is to entice tho bull toward them, 
meot him in full course and plant their darts 
in his brawny neck, This was we li! and safe- 
ly aceomplished. Tho barbs pierced, the 
animal shook his head and tossed his horns 
in pain and anger, and rushed madly at any- 
thing or anybody, Again and again were a 
horse and rider overturned, Sometimes 


a mounted picador actually succeeded in 
frightening the bull cff with the shake of 
his lance. Sometimes he xaved his horse 
himself by a skilful swerve, but more often 
the bull’s horns found the horse's flanks, 
and the blinded animal quivered with agony 
and fright. It was crucl sport. 
THE DEATH. 

When the bull had been badgered enough 
the espada came out, sword in one hand and 
in the other a red scarf to wave the bull on, 
that he might deal him the mortal blow. 
With uplifted sword hesalutedthe President. 
A stalwart, swarthy fellow, equareshoulder- 
ed and firm of limb, he was evidently a vet- 
eran at the business, though his years can- 
not have numbered over thirty. The others 
with their cloaks drew the bull this way 
and that toward the espada, who with fixed 
face and steady eye, and sword now uplift.

The Manufacture of Beads. 


Beads are largely made in Venice, twhore 
glasé\malsing’ has always been the principal 
industry. itis said that the invention of 
beads dates from the thirteenth century, 
and is due to two Venetians, Motti and 
Imbriani, who were urged to make experi- 
ments by\the celobfated Venetian traveller, 
Masco Polo, Unaer the Venetian Kepublic, 
and for some years after its fall, says our

had not reached the importance it,yhas now 
attained, ‘'Thiswas, perhaps, owing to the 
smallnegs of the furnaces, and torthe diflir 
culty and’ length of the technical processes 
required for the corposition of che paste. 

The Morelli, however, who in 1670 were 
the /priocipal bead manutacturers, had four 
ships at sea, carrying beads to the Hist on 
theic ‘oWwh actount; they had became so 
rich that in 1686 they entered the rank of 
the Venetian. nobility on payment of the 
sum of 100,000, ducats to the Republic, 
Since 1515 this industry has become eo im 
portant as to give, at the present time,’em- 
ployment to about 15,000 persons, The 
traflic is carried on with’all the world, but 
the principal exportation of beads is to the 
ports of Asiaand Africa, An extraordinary 
stimulus was given to this industry a few 
years ago by the prevailing taste for beads 
tor trimming ladies’ dresses, » A great ex- 
tenion of thé manufacture took place, and 
labor was paid so high that all who could do 
60, gave up their usual trades for’bead-muk- 
in, But when the demand for beads de 
clined, most of the workmen who had been 
allured’by faney wages to the bead manu 
facture, were thrown out of work and com- 
pelled to return to their former occupa: 
tions, 

Whatever bo the cause, bead making lias 
always been the’apecial privilege of Venice, 
in spite of all foreign attempts to manufac- 
ture this article claewhére, The wages in 
glass works ore for a first master about eight 
francs a day, for a second master, four and 
one-half francs, and\for the ordinary, work- 
med) from two francs to fivé francs & day. 
During the last five years the average annu- 
al ‘exportation’ of beads has’ buen 25,000 
quintals, of the approximate value of 5,500,- 
000 france. —Pall Mall Gazette,

The immediate surroundings of farmers 
homes generally are far from being as attrac- 
tive in appearance as they easily can be 
made.

ee While Wwe believe that poultry keep: 
ng on a large scale may be made profitable, 
eapital to purchase birds and build 
houses, is vot the only thing needful. 
Those who vuntertake the business, must 
givetheir whole time andattention to it. Oue 
point is well settled—fowl can not be kept 
together in Jarge numbers, and thrive, The 
whole matter requires careful study and ex- 
periment. The beginner should etart in a 
small way, and increase as saccess seems to 
warrintit, The point to be determined at 
the outset, Galleggs or dressed fowls, 
be tie obj Bach requires a different 
monsgeme oughout, though the two 
may ina méasure, be united Startifig with 
abundant capital, and no experience, will 
surely end in failure, The best works upon 
poultry management insist upon keeping 
fowl in small flocks; this is regarded ea- 
sontiul to succese. 


Preparing for Spring in the Garden. 

Wherever a crop is taken off, it will a 
great gain to manure and plow or spade the 
land, leaving it rough during the winter, 
Ajl such work as making paths, laying 
drains, etc, is more advantageously done 
now than when the press of spring work is 
at hand, Ifnew frames are needed, or straw 
mats, or crates for marketing produce, or 
garden labels are required; it implements 
ure to be made, repaired or bought—what- 
evec can be done in the preeent months—will 
save much valuable time in spring. Now, 
and all through the winter, add everything 
w the n anure pile that will decompose and 
increase its bulk and value, Among the 
preparations for spring is the pricking out 
auto cold frames, the cabbage, cauliflower, 
and lettuce plants frem seeds, It is import. 
ant to set the plants of cubbage and cauli- 
flower down to the first leaf, #0 that the 
ntem, the portion most readily injured by 
freezing, may covered, . The sashes 
shou d uot be put over the plants until there 
is danger of tevere freezing weather. Other 
frames should be made ready for very early 
lettuce, The soilis to be apaded and en- 
riched and made ready for planting, and the 
frames then filled up with leaves. If there 
are shutters at hand to cover them, all the 
better, Karth is often wanted for hot beds, 
seods-boxes, etc , at a tirio whon the ground 
is still frozen, Lay in a good supply of fine, 
rich « under a shed, or whore it can be 
had when needed,

Potato and Top Onions. 


Many of our friends appear to confound 
hese quite differont varieties of the onion, 
Though varictios of the samo plant, they are 
multiplied in a very different manner, Tho 
varioty generally called, in this country, the 
**Eoglish Multiplior,” propagates only by a 
subdivision of the bulb, Te 4 large bulb of 
this variety is planted, it will produce o 
cluster of a dczen or moro of small bulbs, 
If, next year, each of those bulbs bo sot 
out, it will grow and make a large onion, fit 
for use. So tho alternation is kept up, 
Small bulbs are planted to produce large 


‘ter is rendered 89 pa 


one, and large bulbs to grow démall ones, 
The cultivation of thia variety, while often 
carried on in private gardens, is found in 
tho vicinity of Richmond, Va., to be profit- 
able on a commercial scale, and this is the 
variety chicfly grown in that locality for 
Northern markets, The ‘* Top Onion” isa 
very different variety. In this the flower 
stem, instead or yroducing’a cluster of flow- 
ers, followed by seoda vessels, bears a clus. 
ter of small bulbs, each half an inch or less 
in diameter, When these bulbs are plented 
out, each grows aud makes a fine, large 
onion! If this onion is kept through the 
winter and planted the next spring, it will 
throw up a stem crowned by a cluster of 
small bulbs, each of which, tho next year, 
will produce a large onion, and in this man- 
ner the alteration will be kept up, 


Cow’s Milk for Colts. 


A pleasant note from the Secretary of the 
Ayrshire Breeders’ Association, says that 
Col, J. 1. Russell tried to supplement the 
milk of the dam of certain of his colts with 
that of Jersey cows, but found that it did 
not agree with them generally. He found 
they thrived splendidly upon Ayrshire 
mill, One of the colts so reared by him is 
the famous Parole, whose astonishing per- 
formances do credit to both the theory and 
practice, 


New corn is worth more to feed to cows 
than for any other stocks ‘They will eat cob 
as well as grain, which is hot the case with 
other stock. Ears of soft corn are fed with 
very little waste, as there is much more uu- 
triment in green cobs than in those that 
have become hard and woody, 

A day’s work knocking to piccessthe clods 
of cattle excrement on ld pastures will 
make a great improvement for next season. 
ff the 80d is thin, harrowing it so as to still 
further fine the manure will cause the grass 
to thicken wonderfully, and will make the 
sod muck heavier when the ffeld comes un- 
der the plow.

Coal in the North-West. 


_A report will shortly be issued by Mr. 
George M. Dawson, the Assistan- Director of 
the Geological Survey, on the coal fields of 
the North West. Some of the advance 
sheets have already appeared, and these go 
to show that the report will demonstrate 
very clearly that the North-West possesses 
abbndance of coaly of excellent quality, and 
therefore that thé fuél problem is practically 
solved, ' fij 

Acodrding to Mr, -Daweon’s report, it 
would appear that the coal and lignites of 
the North-West are of the tertiary age, and 
not like those of the East, of the carboni- 
ferous system, The district which has been 
most explored, and with the most satisfac- 
tory results, is that in the proximity of the 
Bow and Belly Rivers, extending eastward 
from the base of the Rocky Mountains to 
the 111th meridian. Mr. Dawson says that 
the fuels in this distrist vary from lignites, 
but slightly superior in quality to those of

Estimates have been mace of the quantity 
of coal underlying a equare mile of territory 
in several localitics.; “Lhese estimates go to 
show that the qaabtities vary from 5,000,000 
to 9,000,000 tons, ‘These are enormous 
figures, and they should dissipate all nery- 
ous apprehension of # ‘coal famine” in 
Canada for many years to come. Mr, Daw- 
son states that the coal-bearing rocks devel- 
oped so extensively on the Bow and Belly 
rivers, and their tributaries, are known to 
extend far to the north and west, though up 
to the present time it has been impossible 
to examine them at more than a few point, 
On the North Saskatchewan several seams 
of liguite coal, resembling that ot the Souris 
River. region, outcrop at Edmonton. The 
most important is about six feet in thick- 
no#s, and has been worked to some extent 
for local purposes, Thirty miles above Ed- 
mopton @ much more important coal seam 
occurs, It has a thickness of eighteen to 
twenty fect. It is of excellent quality, and 
much resembles the ‘*Coal-Banks” coal 
from the Bow River. In other parts of the 
territory there are indications of large de- 
posits, and thus the prospect of opening out 
the Canadian North-West is of the most en- 
couraging nature. Canada may be cor- 
gratulated upon its immense treasures, and

AN AWFUL CRIME! 

By an Engiishbmanin Now Hampshiro 
Ho slays his onveytainors—A wo- 
man’s loap forlife—What tho

Thos. Salmon, an Englishmen, aged 36, 
left hid house at Laconia, N. H., recently, 
wheeling a trunk, which he took to tho 
house of an acquaintance, Jas, Ruddy. He 
stopped there for the night, taking his 
trunk up Shortly after 4 the 
morning the neighbors were awakened by a 
woman's ms preceeding from Mr, 
Ruddy’s house, ‘Vhey found Mrs, Ruddy 
lying on the ground under the front window 
through which she had made a desperate 
leap. She was bleeding profusely and was 
unable to rise. On eatering the house 
flames burst out from the doors and win- 
dows, but were soon extinguished.

Milk and Infectious Diseases. | 

An outbreak of typhoid fever in St, Pan- 
cras, London, has been traced to the milk 
supply directly, and indirectly to a sycamore 
tree. During August there were 223 casos 
of the epidemic within a limited area, The 
Sanitary officer conducting an inve stigation 
bogan by making a map of the district show 
ing the distribution of hous whore there 
had been sicknear. He was able at once to 
discard two theories of infection, nue ly, 
the condition of the Regent’s C nil and 
contaminated water from the liaing, and 
speedily to find an adequate cause in the 
milk supply, Oat of 421 peraons attacked 
during the summer, 368 @vore known to 
obtain milk from one dealer and the remain- 
ing 63 might have done 80 indirectly, 
Houses supplied by other dealers cecaped ; 
and in families which depended upon the 
fatal milk-cart, those who drank milk were 
attacked, while those who preferred beer 
did not have the fever, 

The dealer obtained milk from five farms, 
but the houses in St, Pancras in which the 
fever had occurred had been supplied mainly 
from the same farm. This was in St. Albans; 
and as direct evidence that this was the 
source of intection, the sanitary officer as. 
certained that certain porters in the dealer's 
employ were attacked after drinking the 
milk, that there were additional cases on 
the farm itself, and that houses in St, Albans 
supplied with the same milk were also in- 
fected, The investigation having been nar- 
rowed down tu a single farm, the water sup- 
ply naturally fell under suspicion, The 
milk cang and pails were found to be wash- 
ed every day in a dairy with water obtained 
from a well adjoining a cesspool, A syca- 
more tree stood between them, and its roots 
probably gave opportunity for the percola- 
tion of leakage from one into the other, 
This was the most satisfactory explanation 
which tho sanitary inspector could give of 
the outbreak of the fever, 

It is by no means certain, however, that 
the milk was not infected by the prevalence 
of the disease at the farm, A dairyman in 
Dundee, for example, who kept his supply 
of milk ina room where his little boy jay 
prostrated with ecarlet fever introduced the 
disease in various households, until there 
were seventeen cases and four deaths, In- 
stances are constantly arising where infec- 
tious disease is directly communicated by 
means of milk that has been directly expos- 
ed to contamination in dairies or farm-houses, 
It is possible, therefore, that the sycamore 
tree had less to do with the spread of con- 
tagion than the inspector supposed. ‘The 
relative situation of the cesspool and the 
well, however, naturally suggested the final 
step in his series of ingenious deductions,— 
Tribune. 
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Burdette’s Lectures to Young Men. 


Robert J, Burdette, the facetious editor 
of the Barlington Hawkeye, has been lectur- 
ing to large audiences in different parts of 
the country, and in his amusing style he im- 
parts to the risiog generation some whole- 
some advice. The following is from one of 
his lectures ; ‘ 

“ Be somebody on your own account, my 
son, and don’t try to get along on the repu- 
tation of your ancestors. Nobody knows 
and nobody ¢ares who Adam's grandfather 
was, and there is not a man living who can 
tell the name of Brigham Young's mother- 
in-law.” The lecturer urged upon his hear- 
ers the necessity of keeping up with the 
every-day procession, and no pulling back 
in the harness.

There were greater opportunities for work- 
ers out West than in the Eastern cities, but 
men who went out West to grow up with 
the country must do their own growing, 
There was no browsing allowed in the vig- 
orous West, An energetic man might go out 
into the far West, and in two or three years 
possess himself of a bigger house, a bigger 
yard, a bigger barn, and a bigger mortgage 
than he c-uld obtain by ten years’ work in 
the Fist. . All young men ought to marry, 
and no young men should envy old men or 
rich men. Inconclusion, Mr, Burdette said 
thata man should do well whatever was 
given him to do, and not despise drudgery. 
‘he world wants good shovelers, team- 
sters, and laborers, but it does not want 
poor lawyers, poor preachers, or poor edi- 
tora,

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How to Cook an old Hen. 

Prof, W. Matticn Williams gives us ha 
Knowledge his practical experienos with 
elderly poultry, as follows : 

I may mention an experiment that I have 
made lately. I killed a superannuated hen 
more than six years uld, bat otherwise in 
very good coudition. Cv yoked in the ordin« 
ary way she would have been uneatably 
tough. Instead of being thus cooked, she 
was gently stewed about four hours, I can. 
not guarantee to the maintenance of the 
theoretical temperature, haying guspicion of 
fome vimmering. After this sho was left in 
the water until it cooled, and on the follow. 
ing day was roasted in the usual manner, 

roasting oven, The resis wag 
excellent ; as tender as a@ foll grown chicken 
roasted in the ordinary way, and of quite 
equal flavor, in spite of the very good broth 
obtained by the prelimioary stewing. This 
surprised me. I anticipated the softening 
of the tendons and ligamenta, but supposed 
that the extraction of the juices would have 
spoiled the flavor. It must have diluted it, 
and that so much remained was probably 
due to the fact that an old fowl is more 
fally flavored than a young chicken, The 
usual farm house method of cooking old hens 
is to stew them simply; the rale in the 
Midlands being one hour in the pot for evory 
year of age. ‘ha feature of the above ex- 
periment was tho supplementary roasting. 
As the laying seasoa is now coming to au 
end, old hens will soon be a drug in the mar- 
ket, and those among my readers who haye 
not a hen roost of their own will oblige their 
poulterers by ordering a hen that is war- 
ranted to be four years old and upward. If 
he deals fairly, he will supply afjspecimen 
upon which they may repeat my experiment, 
very cheaply, It offers the double economy 
of utilizing a nearly waste produce and ob- 
taining chicken broth and roast fowl simul 
tancously, 

One of the great advantages of stewing is 
that it affords a means of obtaining a savory 
and very wholesome dish at a minimum 
of cost, <A ey piece of meat may be 
stewed with a large quantity of veget- 
ables, the juice of the meat savoring the 
whole, Besides this, it costs far less fuel 
than roasting. 

The wife of the French or Swiss landed 
proprietor, #. ¢., the peasant, cooks the 
family dinner with less than a tenth of the 
expenditure of fuel used in England for the 
preparation of an inferior meal. A little 
charcoal under her bainmarie does it all, 
The economy of time corresponds to the 
economy of fuel, for the mixture of viande 
required for the stew once put in, tne pot is 
left to itself until dinner time, or at most 
an occasional stirring of fresh charcoal into 
the embers is all that is demanded, 
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The Girl That Everybody Likes. 

Nobody 
thinks of calling her that, Not one of a 
dozen can tell whether her eyes are black or 
blue. If you should ask them to describe 
her, they would only say: ‘She is just 
right,” and thers it would end, She is a 
merry - hearted, fun-loving, bewitching 
maiden, without a spark of enyy or malice 
in her whole composition, She enjoys her- 
self, and wants everybody else to do the 
same.

pay her marked attention, from rich Mr, 
Watts, who lives in a mansion on the hill, 
to negro Sam, the sweep.

The young men of the town vie 
with one another as to who shall show her 
the most attention; but she never encour-

They go to her 
with their love affiirs, and she manages 
adroitly to see Willie or Peter, and drops @ 
good word for Ida or Jennie, until their 
little difficulties are all patched up, and 
everything goes on smoothly again—thanks 
toher. Old ladies say she is ** delightful.” 
Tho sly witsh—she knows how to manage 
them, She listens patiently to complaints 
of rheumatism or Reuralgia, and then sym- 
pathizes with them so heartily that they 
are more than half cured, But she cannot 
always be with us, A young man comes 
faom a neighboring town, after a timo and 
marries her, ‘The villagers crowd around to 
tell him what a prize he has won, but he 
seema to know it pretty well without any 
telling, to judge trom his face.

Spider Life Wonders. 

Ina lecture at the Lowell Institute, Pro- 
fessor Wood dealt with the phenomena of 
spider life, The female is larger and much 
fiercer than the male, who while paying his 
addresses is in covstant peril, frequently 
losing some of his legs, In one tribe the fe- 
male is 1,300 times as large as the male, 
The spider's thread is made up of innumer- 
able small threads or fibres, one of there 
threads being estimated to be one two-mil- 
lionth of a hair in thickness, ‘Chree kinds 
of thread are span: Ono of great strength 
for the radiating or spoke lines of the web. 
The cross lines, or what a sailor might call 
the ratlines, are finer and are tenacious, 
that is, they have upon them little specks or 
globules of a very sticky gam. The 88 specks 
are put on with even interspaces. They are 
set quite thickly along tho line, and are 
what, in the firat instance, catch and hold 
the legs or wings of the fly. Ounce caught 
in this fashion the proy is held secure by 
threads flang over it somewhat in the man- 
ner of a lasso, The third kind of sili is that 
which the spider throws out in & mass or 
flood, by which it suddenly envelopa any 
prey of which it is somewhat afraid, os, for 
oxample, & Wasp. A acientific experimenter 
once drew out from the body of a single 
spider 3,480 yards of throad or spider wilk— 
a length u little short of threo miles, Silkk 
may be woven of spider's thread, and it is 
more glossy and brilliant than that of the 
silk worm, being of a golden color, An 
enthusiastic entomologist secured onongh of 
it for the weaving of a suit of clothes for

In localities where amber cane has been 
grown for sugar this year it should not be 
forgotten that its seed, ground and separat- 
ed from the husk, makes an admirable sub- 
stitute for buckwheat flour. The farmer 
who grows amber sugar can may thus em- 
ply himself with food and with sweet to 
make it more palatable, 

It will be a great mistake for any tarmer 
to allow the loss of asingle crop to so dis- 
gust him as to change his course of farming, 
If it usually succeeds, keep on. You have 
at least the implements and conveniences 
for cultivating and harvesting this crop, A 
change would involve increased expense, and, 
unless you have some experience, many 
losses, 

In some experiments with fertilizers on 
wheat it was found that one piece, with the 
same treatment, yielded eleven bushels per 
acre more than another, The difference 
was finally explained by an old farmer who 
had long lived in the neighborhood, and who 
remembered that eight years before the plot 
yielding most heavily had received a heavy 
dressing of barnyard manure, Every crop 
grown since had shown the good effects of 
this treatment, 


During the winter season hogs are apt to 
get too rich and too concentrated food. 
Lhey will eat the straw given for bedding 
while it is clean, Hay 1s better, because 
more nonrishing, and when hay is plentiful 
a little may often be profitably fed with 
other food, It is especially valuable where 
corn is the staple feed, Oats and barley 
furnish enough bulk in the husks so that 
further distention of the stomach is not 
necessary, 

The eggs of the tent caterpillar may now 
be found in shining bunches closely glued to 
the ends of twigs, where the worm is to 
hatch and find its feed, They will endure 
severe freezing without injury, and are pro- 
tected against any ordinary degree of mois- 
ture, Painting each branch with a brush 
dipped in varnish will destroy their vitality 
by closing the eggs so that air cannot enter. 
Crude petroleum oil will do as well, 

It is a noteworthy fact that all the lead- 
ing dairy breeds of cows come from coun- 
tries pear the seashore, and where there is 
an abundant supply of moisture in the at- 
mosphere. The milking capacity of com- 
mon cows may be greatly increased by 
moistening their feed, If water is always 
convenient cows will drink mueh more, but 
it does not always fullow that water so tak 
en will be assimilated with the food in the 
stomach, as it will where both food and 
moisture are taken together, 


Sows farrow in about 116 days or a little 
less than four months after coupling. The 
sows intended for breeding should be kept 
by themselves and fed with wheat middl- 
ings ground oats or barley, and boiled pota- 
toes. It is not best to feed them much 
corn, They will naturally tend too much 
to fat while with pig, and it may be neces 
sary to restrict their diet so that they will 
squeal occasionally before feeding. No time 
should now be lost in getting sows with pig, 
as late Spring pigs will hardly get growth 
enough to profitably fatten the coming fall. 


Meadows. 


Meadows are rarely as good as they may 
be made, ‘To have them in good condition 
they require constant attention and repair, 
There are when the meadc 
can be profitably regulated, viz,, Spring and 
Fall, Just now a liboral top-dressing with 
fine manure, ashos, lime, or potash salts, 
with « little fresh seed in thin places, and a 
moderate harrowing will be of great benofit.

A single load of spruce, hemlock, or bass 
wood logs if carried to the saw mill will 
make a large number of half-inch boards or 
battens if split up in widths of four inches 
or more. These should be nailed over 
those cracks of the barn that have been 
widening every year for an age, Hay 
enough will thus be saved to pay the saw 
bill. Better still, ifaround the stable whole 
boards be nailed so as to leave a few inches 
space between the inver and the outer walls, 
the space between being filled with straw or 
forest leaves, The partition in front of the 
cattle should be fully boarded up, a drop 
door being fixed through which to feed 
The mangers should be so partitioned off 
that no animal can steal anotherss hay. 

Regularity in feeding is essential to suc- 
cess, also that more feed be given than will 
be eaten up clean, Feed a varioty while 
possible, and salt occasionally by dissolving 
coarse salt in a pail of hot water, and 
sprinkling a foddering of hay or straw. 
Frequent use of the cattle card makes 
frieuds of the stock and pays in dollars and 
cents. A pocket full of corn nubbins will 
induce cattle promptly to take their proper 
places in the barn, while ,screaming and 
pounding will ever cause disastrous commo- 
tion, 

It is often said that Winter is the time 
when we feed out all we can raise in Sam- 
mer, as though it were a season of dread, 
with no profit accruing, but to the thought- 
ful and earnest farmer, watchin nd im 
proving the condition of his stock, it should 
be a season of great satisfaction, Suitable 
care and attention will make most stock ad- 
vance in condition, size and value during the 
Winter months, and the net profit of keep- 
ing stock, whether for market or for beed- 
iny and dairy purposes is determining by the 
condition in which they come from the 
Winter quarters to Summer pastures,

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Nest-Building Fishes. 


Tn floating along the shores of some wood- 
le nd stream, we may watch the domestic 
life of t unfish Mupomotis, the mottled, 
bespangled friend of the angler, that is 
seemingly always on hand to be caught in 
default of nobler game, 7: 

Along the shore where delicate gras 
grow, where floating lily pads cast strange 
shadows, and the white pink-tipped buds 
reach upward, here among the winding 
stems, sheltered by a mossy bank with over- 
hanging ferns and cat-o’-nine-tails, the sun- 
fish builds its nest. They may be seen by 
pairs moving in and out among the lilies 
near the shore, asif jointly selecting the 
site for their nursery, It is generally a 
gravelly spot, and once agreed upon, the 
jittle builders set vigorously to work, 
The stems and roots are torn up for 
twelve inches about, and carefully carried 
several fest away, while the smaller rootlets 
are swept aside by skillful blows of their 
tails, both fishes standing over the nest 
creating a mimic whirlpoo! with their tails 
that effectually carries of the objectionable 
particles. The stones are next taken away, 
the smaller cnes in their mouths, the larger 
being pushed out bodily, or fanned away by 
the sweeping process, until finally an oval 
depression appears, with a fine sandy bot- 
tom. The stems and other aquatic verdure 
about the sides, that seem to have been 
purposely left, now naturally fall over, 80 
tuat ottentimes the nest is a perfect bower, 
its walls bedecked with buds, while the root 
is a mat of white lilies floating upon the sur- 
face. Here the eggs are deposited, the male 
and female alternatively watching them, 
We have always known the sunfish as the 
most peacelul of the finny tribe, and only in 
wanton playfulness chasing the golden 
carp ; but let a stranger, a bewhiskered cat- 
fish, approach the bower, aad war is at 
once declared, The little creatures seem to 
snap with rage and defiance, the sharp dor- 
sal fins stand erect, the pectorals vibrate 
with repressed emotion, while the convul- 
sive movements of their powerful tails show 
that they are ready to stand by their homes 
to the last, and indeed so vigorous is their 
chargo that larger fishes are forced to re- 
treat, andas the sunfishes build in com- 
panies, tho intruder is often attacked by an 
entire colony of them. They have, how- 
ever, an enemy that seems to defy them, the 
pirate perch (Aphrodedrus sayanus), which, 
like the cuokoo, that is either incapable or 
too lazy to build a nest of its own, often de- 
posits its eggs in that of its neighbor.—C

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Flesh or Fat. 


Maay people do not distinguish the dif- 
ference between flesh and fat in the construc- 
tion of their body. hey want to get fat, 
and think they will thereby necessarily be- 
come strong, This is a mistake, Let us 
notice the wide difference between flesh and 


Flesh consists of muscle ; therefore flesh 
and muscle are one and the same thing, The 
muscles constitute a great bulk of the body, 


and bestow upon it form and symmetry. 
The ‘‘round” of beef and the leg of Jamb are 
nearly all muscle, It consists of fine thread- 
like filaments or fibres, arranged in small 
bundles, a number of which united together 
with connective tissue form a muscle, Every 
movement of the body is produced directly 
by the muscles shortening themselves, in re- 
sponse to the nervous influence of nerve 
fibres permeating them, and so drawing on 
the bones to which they are attached, 

Fat conrists of minute c»lls or sacs of fat, 
held together with soft, delicate threads and 
bands of connective tissue. It is found chief- 
ly beneath the skin and walls of the belly, 
around the kidneys and heart, and in spaces 
between organs. It contributes to sym- 
metry, facilitates motion, and constitutes a 
reverse supply of fuel—combustible food, for 
burning, or oxidation, and is the first tissue 
to disappear for this purpose in those who 
are poorly fed, Any increases of it tomore 
than enough for these purposes is 
afd burdensome, 

With abundance of exercise and plain 
nutritious solid food—flesh, bread, a moder- 
ate allowance of vegetable, and simple pub- 
dings, with milk and tea and coffee in mod 
eration, the muscles, if not firm and strong, 
usually increase i:. size, ficmness and 
strength, and the whole body in weight. 
With little exercise, excess of starch, veg- 
etable, fatty and liquid fooda, the fat accum- 
wates, though the strength may not in- 
Grease, but may even decrease, and will, 
with any great accnmulation of fat. 

It should not therefore be an object with 
any one to become ‘‘fat,” but to sccure 
firm, strong muscles, with the whcle made 
plump and round by a moderate proportio’ 
of fat,—-Sanitary Journal,

As 
the time for his trial drew near, circum- 
stances pointed strongly toward another 
person as being the burglar, avd Freeman's 
acquittal was generally expected.

Again, the medicinal uses of cinchona-bark 
were known first to the indigenous inhabi- 
tants of the Pernvian Andes, where the 
trees are native and where the ague is com- 
mon ; and it was the Jesuits who introduced 
it widely into Earope (1620) and the East, 
‘The story of the reception of this remedy by 
the medical profession has its unpleasant 
side, The arch-stupidities of the Paris 
faculty, who stilllive for the amusement of 
the world in Moliere’s comedies, opposed it 
with their united weight. Court physicians 
in other European capitals than France as- 
sailed it with abuse, and no one wrote more 
nongense about it than Gideon Harvey, the 
physician of Charles 11, _ The new remedy 
apart from its merits, fell 1n with the views 
of the Paracelsists, and disagreed with the 
views of the Galenists, and was recommend- 
ed or condemned accordingly. Even the 
great Stahl, nearly a century after cincliona 
was first brought to Spain, would have none 
of it, and, in his servitude to his theories, he 
even went so far as to make use of Gideon 
Harvey’s ignorant tirade against the drag 
by reprinting it in German. As late as 
1729, ao excellent physician of Breslau, Kan- 
old, whose writings on epidemics are still 
, de- 


against his principles ! e world, 
course, gave little heed to those inare dias- 
putations ; the value of cinchona was be- 
yond the power of the faculty either to dis- 
cover or to obscure, But, on behalf of the 
faculty, it remains to add that cincbona 
found powerful advocates from the first ; 
and it willnot surprise any to be told that 
these were generally the men whom medical 
history, on other grounds as well, has ex- 
tolled or, at any rate, saved from oblivion, 
Such were Sydenham and Morton in Lon- 
don, Albertini in Bologna, Peyer in Schaff- 
hausen, and Werlhoff in Hanover, The 
therapeutic position of cinchona was firmly 
established by Torti’s treatise on the treat- 
ment of periodical fevers, published at Mo- 
qena in 1709, 

The next step in the relief of malarial 
sickness on the grand scale was the extrac- 
tion of alkaloid quinine from the cinchona- 
bark, The powdered bark was not only 
very unpalatable, but it was cumbrous t> 
carry and dispinse, and, although the prin- 
ciple of the remedy remained the same, it 
has proved of infinitely greater service ia 
the form of quinine, and in the form of the 
cheap alkaloidal mixture known in Bengal 
as ‘‘quinetum,” ‘The first extraction of an 
alkaloid was in the case of morphia, from 
opium, in 1805; the discoverer was an 
apothecary of Hamelen, who was rewarded 
rather better than the celebrated piper of 
that town, for the French Academy of 
Sciences voted him 2.000 francs, Quinine 
was discovered in 1820 by the French chem- 
ists Pelletier and Caventou, The sciences 
and arts of botany and practical forestry, of 
chemistry and practical pharmacy, are now 
all concerned in the production of this most 
invaluable of remedies, The commerce of 
the world has taken cinchona in hand, and 
there are now plantations of the trees not 
unworthy to be named beside those of goffee 
and tea,—7'he Quarterly Review,

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 


Near Bloomfield, Prince Edward 
County. 


Mr. P. Lazier, of Belleville, Shot through 
the Heart by Masked Burglars. 


A few years ago the fact went the 
rounds of the press that the jail of | 
Prince Edward County was empty, 
there being a total absence of crime. 
({t was little thought that the lapse of 
a few weeks would witness one of the | 
most appalling tragedies that has ever 
occurred in Central Ontario. Intelli 
yence was received here on Saturday 
morning that Mr. Peter Lazier, a well- 
known resident of Belleville, had been 
shot dead the previous evening at the 
residence of Gilbert Jones, about a 
anile west of Bloomfield. It appears 
that Mr. Lazier, who is a relative of 
Mr. Jones, called there on his way to 
Picton to spend the night. Mr. Jones 
being unwell, having injured himself 
by a fall from the hayloft an hour or 
two before, retired early in the evening 
and Mr. Lazier went to his room at ten 
e'clock. Mrs. Jones remained up for 
a short time afterwards, engaged in 
doing some work about the house and 
had not gone to her bed room, when 
the burglars visited the house. A rap 
was heard at the door and on its being 
opened by Mrs. Jones she found her- 
self confronted by two masked men, 

each armed, one with a shot gun and 
the other with a revolver. They forced 
her back into the house and demanded 
the money, proceeding also to ransack 
the house. She was terribly frightened 
and at first could scarcely find courage 
te soream, but when the masked men 
left the room in which she was she | 
called for assistance, crying out murder | 
at the top of her voice. Mr. Lazier 
rushed immediately from his room, 


and closed with the largest of the | STERLING 


burglars, the one who had,the revolver, 
and was handling him ronghly, and 
would probably have secured him, but 
the burglar seeing that his chance of 
escape was disappearing, fired a shot to | 
frighten him, but this being unheeded | 
he followed it with another, this time 
the ball entering Lazier’s body close to | 
or through the heart. Lazier stagger- 
ed for a moment and then fell dead | 
upon the floor. It is also said that | 
the other burglar frequently struek | 
Lazier on the head with his gun dur- 
ing the struggle. In the meantime Mr. 
Jones had got up and secured his gun, 
but unfortunately it was not loaded, |. 
and tho villains made their escape. It 
appears that Mr. Jones, who is a 
wealthy farmer, had been paid $800 for 
a quantity of hops the preceding after- 
noon. One of the men, since arrested, 
was, it is asserted, present at the rail- 
way station in Bloomfield on Friday 
afternoon wher Mr. Jones received the 
money, and itis inferred that he com- 
municated the fact to the others. To 
secure this money was the object that 
prompted this attempt at burglary | 
which unfortunately ended in the man- | 
ner detailed above. Mr. Lazier, who 
was well known in this section of 
country, wasa son of the late Peter 
Lazier, fora number of years a well- 
todo farmer near Picton. After the 
death of his father, Peter worked the 
farm for some time and then moved to | 
Picton. He subsequently removed to 
Belleville where he has resided for the | 
last five years, having been in the em- 
ploy of Patterson & Bros., selling agri- 
cultural implements, and he happened 
to be on a business tour through the 
<ountry when he met his untimely | 
death. He was fifty-eight years of 
age, and leaves a wife and one child. | 
‘The remains were interred in Picton 
on Menday, the funeral procession 
deing very large. An inquest was held 
by Coroner Noxon on Saturday, the 
verdict of the jury being that ‘ Peter 
‘Lazier camo to his death by a shot wil-

The Chinese in Los Angeles are quite 
numerous and almost monopolize a certain 
portion of the city; they are quiet and 
orderly as a class, attentively mindiog their 
own business, but, nevertheless, always a 
target for the ever present hoodlum, 

Through the kindnoss of one of the city 
cflicials—a courteous lawyer and gentleman 
—we were escorted on a most interesting 
tour through ‘‘Chinatown,” as it is called, 
Starting out at 8 o'clock one pleasant even- 
ing, we called firet at some of their stores ; 
business being about over for the day, we 
found them in clusters, old and young, 
eagerly gathered about the counter, at their 
greatest of amusements—gambling. Not a 
word was uttered by any, so absorbed were 
they in their game, and, after casting a hasty 
and wondering glance at us, they ignored ua 
entirely, Passing on and visiting many 
stores, we came to a restaurant about 10 
p-m. First entering a small office, we pass- 
ed in at a door to find ourselves in the din- 
ing room ; here, ecated at tables, are sever- 
al Celestials quietly but hard at work on a 
dish of thick kind of soup, which they caus- 
ed to disappear rapidly by throwing into 
their moutns with chopsticks, A fat cook 
busy at the stove is seen in the rear, hum- 
ming a dismal air.

A movement is 
heard above and, on looking for the cause, 
we find a dozen pair of sharp eyes looking 
down at us from above; thus, while sup- 
posing ourselves in the company of two or 
three Chinamen, we realize that a score or 
more of them are about us, and we find that 
the apartment is, as it were, cut in two,thus 
giving two floors to an ordinary sized room, 
4 ladder being used to ascend into the sleep- 
ing apartment above, Thus one fair-sized 
room can be used tor a restaurant below, and 
lodge twenty persons or more on the shelves 
above ; but they seem happy and contented, 
As they are packed together in such a state, 
we wonder how they can emerge looking so 
cleanly each dgy ; but they are particular 
about their appearance generally and care- 
fully bathe every morning, 

The night is wearing ov, and midnight 
brings us to a dark, dreary spot, where, 
hand in hand, we were wonderingly led 
through passage after passage, first up, then 
down, uutil our leader knocks at a door, be- 
ing answered by a Chinaman who, atter a 
glance, recognizes one in authority, and qui- 
etly ushers usin, We find ourselves in a 
dimly lighted temple, a weird, strange look- 
ing place with an altar. We are conducted 
to an apartment in the rear behind the altar, 
and there we find a singular scene, Reclin- 
ing on couches emoking opium are the 
priests, who at firat look amazed at the in- 
trusion, but soon relapse into their stolid, 
fixed expression, One of the priests, by re- 
quest kept telling us his feclings as the 
smoking gradually affected him, and if he 
told the trnth, as he* probably did, he soon 
became too happy to talk, and the expres- 
sion On his face certainly denoved intense 
and almost supreme happinees. 

We accepted an invitation to take some 
tea, which was very hot and without sugar, 
The custom of offering hot tea to all visitors 
is @ Universal one among tho Chinese, the 
omission of the courtesy being considered 
extremely ill mannered.—N, Y, Post

‘The writer soys 
that the commander may oblige his subjects 
to answer any lawful question, and make 
the same obey him instantly under the pen 
al’y of paying any such forfeit as may be 
laid the aggressors, “Handy-dandy” 
was much in request at this season. One of 
the party concealed something in his hand, 
making hia neighbors guess in which one it 
was. If the latter guessed rightly, he won 
the article, if wrongly, he lost an equiva 
lent, It is alluded to in ‘Piers Plough- 
man,” and it is, perhaps, noticed in Shaks- 
peare where King Lear (Act iy., s¢. 6) says 
to Glo’ster: ‘Look with thine ears; see 
how yon’ justice rails upon yon simple thief. 
Hark, iu thine ear: change places; and, 
handy-dandy, which is the juscice, which is

A childish diversion also usually intre. 
duced at Christmas in bygone days was the 
“Game of Goose,” It was, says Strutt, 
played by two persons, although it readily 
admitted of many more, and was well cal- 
culated to make the young people sharp at 
reckoning the produce of two givea num- 
hers. The table for playing “Goose” was 
about the size of a sheet almanac, and divid- 
ed into sixty-two small compartments, ar- 
ranged in a spiral form, with a large open 
space in the centre marked with the num- 
ber 63; the other compartments were de- 
noted by numbers from one to sixty-two, 
inclusive. The game was played with two 
dice, each player throwing in turn, and 
marking with & counter whatever number 
the dice cast up, ‘Thus, if there were a 
four and five he marked nine, and so on, 
until the game was completed, The num- 
ber 63 had to be reached exactly, and should 
the player exceed it he had to reckon back, 
and throw again in his turn, 

Another game seems to have been ‘Fox i’ 
the Hole,” and is thrice mentioned by Her- 
rick, but jot once explained : 

of Chelgtmas sports, wassail-bowl, 
‘Thats tossed up. after fox i’ the hole. 

A diversion which often caused much 
laughter was ‘Dun in the Mire,” A log of 
wood was brought into the middle of the 
room ; this was ‘‘Dun,” or the cart-horse, 
and a cry was raisid that he had stuck in 
the mire, Two of the company then ad- 
vanced, either with or without ropes, to 
draw him out, When unable to do so, they 
called for further help, until finally all the 
parties joined in the game, when Dun was, 
of course, extricated. No small merriment 
arose from each person's sly efforts to let the 
log fall on his neighbor's toes, It is fre- 
quently alluded to by old writers, and by 
Shakspeare in ‘‘Romeo aud Juliet” (Act i., 
sc. 4), where Mercutio says to Romeo ; 
Tut, dun’s the mouse, the constable’s own 


word: 
If thou art dun we'll draw thee from the mire, 

Some doubt exists as to the precise na- 
ture of a game designated ‘‘Shoeing the 
Wild Mare,” and mentioned by Herrick, 
where he speaks Of-- 

Christmas sports, the wassail-bowl,

allowed a certain start, and who was pur- 
sued by his companions, with the object of 
beicg shoed, if he did not succeed in out- 
stripping them,” Then there were * cap- 
verses,” wherein one gave a word, to which 
another found a rhyme ; a pastime once very 
popular, 

Among other references to old Christmas 
games may be quoted the ‘*Paston Letters,” 
in which a letter dated Dec, 24, 1484, relates 
how Lady Morley, on account of the death 
of her lord, directing what pastimes were to 
be used in her house at Christmas, ordered 
that ‘“‘there were none disguisings, nor 
harping, nor luting, nor singing, nor none 
loud disports; but playing at the tables, 
and chess, and cards; such disports she 
gave her folks leave to play, and none 
okn 2,” 

Of old Christmas card-gimes may be men- 
tioned that kuown as ‘*Post-and-Pair,” to 
which Ben Jonson refersin his ‘Marque of 
Christmas ;” ‘ 

Now Post and Pair, old Christmas’ hoir, 
Doth make # gingling sally ; 
And wot you who, ‘tis ono of my two 
Sens, curd-mukers in Pur-alloy, 
It ix, too, among the diveroions described by 
Sir Walter Scott, in his graphic picture of 
Christmas vein “Marmion,” and is men- 
tioned by many of our an writers.

Let it stand till thoroughly dissolv- 
ed; then bottle and cork tightly for “future 
use, It will keep for years, and have a 
finer flavor than it boiled, 


Apple custard pie should be baked with 
an uuder crust only. ‘The filling is delicious 
if made of one pint of sweet milk, one pint 
of smooth apple sauce, well-sweetened, three 
eggs ; flavor with lemon ora little cinnamon, 
This will make two small-sized pies, or one 
very large one. 

For sponging old black silk, a piece of old 
black cashmere should be used, and for 
sponging colored silks, a piece of white 
cashmere or some of thesamecolor. Cotton 
must not be, used to cover the table upon 
which they are sponged, or else it will leave 
white floff all over it, which will be difficult 
to get off. An old black shawl is as good a 
thing as any,

Railway Improvement. 


As is well known, the slipping of the driv- 
ing-wheels of locomotive engines “3 an in- 
convenience of yery common occurr: neqand 
not always easy to remedy, besides boing 
attended by loss of steam, waste oltualgind 
wear and tear of both engine and rails. This 
trouble is very apt to be experienced in oer- 
tain kinds of weather, under heavy loads 
and steep grades, A mode, therefore, of 
overcoming the difliculty is well worth 
knowing, and such mode has recently pees 
communicated to a Scientifte Society fn 
France. On a certain line of railway where, 
from local causes, the rails were abnormally 
slippory and the difficulty in question had 
been very great, a lucky accident revealed 
aremedy, A joint in one of the cylinder 
cocks of a locomotive sprang a leak, whereby 
a jot of atoam wos thrown upon the rails. 
The engine driver instantly found the wheels 
to bite the rails so well that he was ablo te 
ascend u steep grade without tho usual 
slipping. ‘This has led to p aught modifica 
tion jn all the locomotives used on tho réad, 
by which they are made to discharge steam 
upon the rails as required, tho result being 
of fuel of some twenty por cen’.
